As we go to press it is a green Xmas slowly turning white. Spring got 
off to a late start, but in spite of the cool summer we harvested a large 
crop of good bulbs. Our Rainbow mixture is unusually good this year 
and priced for anyone who loves to fill garden and home with blooms 
at low cost. The nice long dry fall here helped to compensate for the 
lower percentage of large bulbs this year. At this moment, we have a 
good stock on hand but since we fill with large bulbs first, it is still wise 
to order early. 


All America made its debut in 1956 and Royal Stewart and Apple 
Blossom were in evidence at shows everywhere. If you had not grown 
them, at least you must have seen them. We do hope a better method 
than the moisture retaining polyethylene bags will be used for the bulbs 
that reach the selection status of All America. The Glad tree that bore 
fruit last year has added two more to the 57 crop and we hope that it 
continues to bear the quality that the glad industry has been looking 
for. The price has been reduced while inflation continues end therefore 
is not a problem now, for it costs less for AA GS. 

The untimely passing of Millie Rich, both as a lovely person and a 
glad hybridizer cannot be replaced by any human eulogy. Those of us 
who have known her will always feel a deep loss, never to be repla- 
ced. Of the many facets of her finely sculptured life, to glad lovers she 
has left a heritage that continues to live. Her high standard from her 
personal life extended with the same keenness to her standards in hy- 
bridization. She named her Glad children, tenderly or boldly, so that 
if you only heard the name you could picture the vision of the flower 
itself. While our deepest sympathy is extended to Marion and family, 
glad lovers everywhere will continue to see her charm in the many seed- 
lings she helped to introduce. 

Should you visit Woodside again this summer, you will be greeted by 
an acre of Rainbow glads, planted in a formal pattern of European 
gardens. Some 300,000 corms go into this sort of planting so that there 
should be maximum color for a period of 3 weeks to one month. Should 
you stop, ask directions at George Henleys and procure a visitors card 
from him before going into the field.

(5) Glads like uy 

plenty of water, especially when bud is forming. Ag oe 

(6) When cutting, leave 4 leaves to mature the bulb. sia 
(7) Thrips are insect pests of glads. For complete Xe x RY: 


control, use DDT dust or spray every 10 days. 

(8) Some growers soak bulbs in Lysol solution for 
2 hours before planting and plant wet. Use 

114 teaspoons Lysol to 1 gallon water.
